The only present way to ensure peace is to make it plain to 
any possible aggressor that it would be beaten in any war it 
might start. The Atlantic Pact, of which Mr. St. Laurent was 
one of the first advocates, is designed to that purpose. But, 
as he stressed, people of the Atlantic Pact nations must be 
prepared to pay for such security, in the knowledge that it 
will be vastly cheaper in every way than another war. 

His was not a campaign speech, and because of that per- 
haps lacked the emotional appeal a campaign oration would 
have. The Prime Minister contented himself, on domestic is- 
sues, with setting forth broad liberal principles, and did it 
well. Those who had opportunity to see or hear were pleased 
with what they saw and heard.

One of the things that makes it difficult for a small town 
newspaper to be a newspaper is the old, old story, “Yes, that’s 
true, but we don’t want it in the paper.”

That’s what makes a newspaper worth 
reading. It not only helps your newspaper to have the correct 
account of an event, but it also helps you.
